In order to render criticism easy the pro- 
nunciation is announced to be Ver-es-cha-gin, 
aslight accent being placed on the ante-pe- 
nultimate, the penult being provided with the 
inflection of a partially suppressed sneeze, 
and the main accent being laid 


on the ultimate, care being taken 
to avoid pronouncing it like the name of the 
liquor spelt in the same manner. If these 
rules are carefully followed the amateur 
critic may consider himself at liberty to pro- 
ceed to demolish everything else connected 
with the painter. 


. VASSILLI VERESCHAGIN 


was born in the Government of Novgorod, 
Rusgla, on October 14, 1842, and is conse- 
quemtly almost 47 years of age. His parents 
were wealthy, and as at an early age he mani- 
fested a Strong desire to take up the study of 
art, he was sent to the St.Petersburg Academy 
atan early age. Here he worked diligently, 
made rapid advances and was awarded a 
medalior his first picture, After a visit to 
Paris, where the young Russian was a fre- 
quenter Of many of the most famous ateliers, 
he made a trip to the Pyrenees, and later 
traveled through Germany, Jisiting all the art 
galleries. le then returned to Ruasia, and, 
after a short sojourn at his home, set out for 
the Caucasus, where he spent many months 
in observing the costumes of the UCau- 
casian peasant and soldiery, and 
in making studies of Oriental lite. 
His love for art continued unabated, and in 
1864 he again visited Paris, where he entered 
himself as a student in the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts, and was received as a pupil by the fam- 
ous French painter, Gerome. Here We re- 
mained three years, speuding his vacations 
either on his estates oramong the Caucasian 
Mountains. A large number of paintings 
representative of peasant life were the results 
of these visits. 
THE SOLDIER PAINTER. 

In 1857 Vereschagin laid down the brush to 
take up the sword, and for three years 
was actively engaged in the wild warfare 
againstthe fierce Turkoman tribes, waged 
under the leadership of Gen. Kauffman. He 
was presentata score of battles and skir- 
mishes, and witnessed the disastrous repulse 
of the Russians at Geok Tepe. Vereschagin 
served gallantiy, but during these campaigns 
conceived the strong feeling against war and 
Its horrors which has been the keynote of his 
artistic efforts ever since. The young 
painter did not by any means 
abandon his profession but made 
numerous studies, which he afterwards elab- 
orated. In 1870 he retired from the army, and 
after a season spent among the art galleries of 
Antwerp and Brussels made a journey through 
the Asiatic provinces of Russia, reaching the 
frontiers of China. In 1874 he again turned 
his steps eastward and traveled extensively in 
India, remaining in that country until 1876. 
He then returned to Paris, and set earnestly to 
work putting on canvas some of the 
scenes he had witnessed during his long 
sojourn in the Orient. But in little over a year 
he was again interrupted by the call to arms 
and returned to Russia to join the army 
marching against the Turks. Shortly after 
the passage of the Danube Vereschagin re- 
ceived a severe wound and lay in hospital for 
many weeks. Herecovered in time to take 
part in the operations about the Shipka Pass, 
witnessed the bloody and unsuccessful as- 
sault upon the Turkish —＋ 2 of Plevna, 
being attached tothe staff of the illustrious 
Skobeleff, and was present at the surrender 
of the brave garrison, 

Many of his most noted paintings are taken 
from scenes in which he was a prominent 
actor in the course of the flerce warfare waged 
in the famous quadrilateral. Vereschagin 
wasone of the secretaries chosen for the 
pees negotiations, and after the cessation of 

ostilities again left the army. He revisited 
India in 1882 and again in 1884, and since that 
time bas resided both in Russia andin Paris. 

HIS WORKS CLASSIFIED. 

Vereschagin himself says that his pictures 
may be divided into tnree 2 Arst, those 
dealing with India; secondly, those inspired 
by what he had seen In Torkestan, aud thirdly, 
those pertaining to the Russo Turkish war. 
His paintings treating of religious subjeete 
he places-in the second class. His works are

THE GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF THE

Cause of the Delay—West Pine Street Ask- 
ing for Aid—A Controversy With the 
Missouri Pacific Over a Bridge—Sam 
Jones Sent to the House of Refuge 
Municipal Matters. 


The Street Departmentis stillin an unset- 
tled condition as far as appointments, re- 
appointments and changes are concerned. 
Jnere are a number of minor offices which 
have to be ixed over and changes made in 
them, Some ot these will be filled by new 
men, whilethose now occupying them wiH 
either be promoted, reduced or fired, as thelr 
merits may Indicate. 

The big office, the one with a pull to it, is 
st\ll unoccupied and may be without a tenant 
for some time to come. The officeis that 
created at the last session of the Municipal 
Assembly and is designated by the name of 
General Superintendent. This official will 
bave the supervision of ail the 
work done by the Street Department. 
He will be in authority over all district and 
division superintendents. The beautiful pos- 
sibilities in an office of this kind from a polit- 
ical pointof view have impressed themselves 
well upon the minds of many, about the City 
Hall and also upon the Mayor and the Street 
Commissioner. Mr. Burnet has expressed 
himeelf as being desirous simply of getting a 
good, competent man in the place who 
can be trusted with the work and can 
be relied upon to do the right thing for 
the department. The Mayor expresses the 
same views, and there is now a sort of hold- 
off between the Mayor and the Street Com- 
missioner. The Mayor’s man has been sug- 
gested tothe Street Commissioner, and the 
ttreet Commissioner is weighing his qual- 
ifcatious comparison with those 
of others he has in view himself. 
The Street Commissioner says there is no 
horry about the appointment as he bas every- 
thing in working shape for thefail season and 
would not like to have a new man come in 
and mix things up. The name of the fortu- 
nate appointee will be made public, however, 
in a short time. 


Improving West Pine. 


The residents and property owners along 
West Pine street from Vandeventer avenue to 
King's bighway have sent in a petition to the 
Mayor making a request for assistance in 


beautifying their street. The petition states 
that the property owners along that particular 
ftreet have spent about $70,000 in improve- 
ments, grading and repairing. In view of the 
fact that they have done so much for the 
street beside paying their taxes for 
paving the street they ask that the 
‘ark Commissioner be authorized to give 
them 1,500 shade trees from the park nurser- 
lee to be planted at intervals throughout the 
length of the street. The petition further 
states that the park nurseries have more trees 
than can be disposed ot for some time and it 
is almost impossible to get them elsewhere 
without going to eonsiderable expense. As 
the benefit cerived from these trees will be as 
much for the city as the property-owners they 
ask the city to do that much in helping out 
what promises to bea very popular drive. 

The Mayor has not yet taken any action on 
the matter.

WATERWAYS OF THE WEST. 


To-Day’s Proceedings of the Eighth Meet- 
ing at Cincinnati, O. 


CINCINNATI, O., September 4.—The conven- 
tion for the improvement of the Western 
waterways began its eighth meeting here to- 
day. This is the first of the meetings held in 
the Ohio Valley. Owing to the failure last 
year of the river and harbor Dill, this 
time is thought to be an excellent one 
for the discussion of the wants of the 


water ways of the West. There is a very 
large attendance from river points from New 
Orleans to Pitteburg ana from Cairo to Daven- 
port, It is estimated that fully 180 delegates 
assembled this morning at the Chamber of 
Commerce, where they were met by an atten- 
tive reception committee, and provided with 
badges, after which, witha brass band, they 
marched to the Scottish Rite Cathedral on 
Broadway, where their meetings will be held. 
Mr. B. D. Wood of New Orleans called the 
convention to order, and after prayer by_ the 
Rev. Thos. Lee of this city, the Hon. John

She saysshe believed 
it then and believes it still. hile Eva was in 
Elmira living with Joshua, a brother of hers 
was arrested in Towanda, Pa., for larceny. 
She and Joshua went down there to try to get 
him out of it. During the trial Joshua went 
on the stand andswore point blank that he 
was Eva's husband.

MODIFIED KEFORM. 


Mow the Scheel Board Election in Novem- 
ber Will Be Heid. 


There will be an election of members of the 
School Board on the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber. The Committee on Rules of the board 


met last evening and decided to recommend 
that the election be held in so far as was 
possible under the pew State law with rela- 
tion to the State and municipal elections. 
This law does not apply to the School Board 
elections, butthe members are in favor of 


adopting ite provisions into their 
rules concerning elections. The law 
embraces the principal features of 


the Australian system, such as furnishing the 
voters with an official baliot printed at the 
expense of tbe n or State, the 
recognition of nominees by the municipality 
or State, and enforcing secrecy inthe prepa- 


ration of the ballot by the voter. The latter 
feature is the essence of the reform 
proposed to be secured by the meas- 
ure, but owing to the fact that 


the city has not provided the necessary 
booths with the railings, compartments, etc., 
constructed so that a voter may prepare the 
ballot secretly within the precincts of the 
polling place, the School Board Committee 
recommends tbat that feature be not now 
adopted into the rules. If the report is 
adopted the election in November will 
have these novelties in it: The nominations 
of candidates will be free and equal to all 
eligible men; the dictates of the two principal 
parties will not alone control nominations; 
the ballots will be printed at the board’s ex- 

pense aad will contain the names of all the 
candidates; these ballots will be furnished the 
voters at the polis by an officer appointed for 
that purpose, and from him alone; there will 
be no ticket peddling at the polis; ballots ac- 
cepted by voters must be voted then and there, 
and cannot be taken away to beprepared; no 

ballots but those printed and supplied by the 
board will be accepted. . 

No preparation foracity or State election 
under the new law, nor 3 plans for such 
preparation, have been thought of by the 
election officers, fortwo reasons: There will 
not be an election for many months, anda 
copy of the new law has not been received in 
the Department of Elections of the city gov- 
ernment.

THE RECRUITS CHEERED 


WHEN THEY HEARD OF THE PROMISED IN- 
VESTIGATION AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS 


Already Many Changes Have Been Inaugu- 
rated That Will Improve the Soldier’s 
Condition—An Order Issued Against 
Gambling — Better Food—A Sergeant 
Beaten—The Pest Traders’ I ricks. 


WO recruits from Jeffer- 
son Barracks, whose 
names are withheld by 
their request, called at 
the Post-DIsPATCH office 
yesterday and made the 
following statements: 

„We want to thank the 
Post-DisPaTcH for the 
good work which it is do- 
ing in disclosing the bru- 
tal outrages practiced on 
the recruits at the Bar- 
; racks. You can’t imagine 
whatachange the revelations have already 
caused in affairs at the Barracks. The ‘non- 
coms’ have let up to some extent in their 
abuse of the recruits and a whole lot 
of them have had their stripes pulled. 
Last night at retreat a new order was 
read out giving the men more privileges, that 
is permitting them to go on a pass oftener 
than hitherto. On Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Saturdays an enlisted man can get a pass 
from 7p. m. until 7a.m. by applying for it 
and having it approved. Fifteen men out of 
each company can have the privilege every 
night. The new order keeping men off the 
public road towards Carondelet after taps, 
though, makes it rather bad, forif afellow 
goes totown onapass andis found coming 
home that way he will be arrested no matter 
even ifhe has got a pass. That's the only 
way afellow can goto town unless he pays 
40 cents to go by the railroad.’’ 

That new order about gambling, though, 
is a dandy,’’ said one of the recruits. ‘*‘You 
know an order has been issued that no gam- 
bling of any kind shall be permitted in the 
quarters after this. That’ll break up one Ser- 
geant in bad shape. He has been plucking the 
recruits right along every pay-day. He had a 
‘stud poker’ game, a ‘mustang’ game and a 
‘chuck-a-luck’ game running every pay-day, 
and as long as a recruit had any money ieft he 
did not have to go on guard, 80 
as to give the Sergeant a chance to 
win his money from him. I guess that Ser- 
geant got about one-third of the recruits’ pay 


from his companyeach month. He would 
have some other non-com run his games for 
him, but he took the money himself. 

There is an old fellow at the Barracks who 
is 80 mean that 1 honestly believe he hates 
himself. He eg morphine or something 


like thatand whem@he can’t get it he is awful 
cranky with the n. When he acts decent 
you can tell that he has a big jag of morphine 
on. He treated some men so brutally the 
other day that he was ordered to send in bis 
resignation, but he begged so hard to be for- 

iven, told how old he was getting and how 

e was afraid to soldier out at the front for 
fear thatsome one would kill him—some of 
the men whom he had abused, I suppose—that 
he was told it was all right and he could stay 
where he was. 

‘*‘Sergt. Hernze of D Company has been 
broken of meanness, etc. The other night he 
wentup to Carondelet, and some of the boys 
caught him and pounded bim nearly to a jeily. 
They should have killed bim. : 

The officers are making a grand hustle to 
cover up some of the abuses at the Barracks 
before an investigation occurs, and every lit- 
tle while some one of the non-coms will ques- 
tion the boys about how they are treated now 
and if they are not satisfied. We are all hop- 
ing that an investigation will soon take place, 
which will make things more pleasant for us 
and give usa chance to become soldiers, in- 
stead of common day laborers and servants 
for the officers. 

The old man who selle the papers at the 
Barracks has such a big bundle of Post Dis- 
PATCHES that he can hardly carry them and 
the fellows nearly upset him in their eagerness 
to get their papers so as to read what is said 
about the Barracks. Why the night the order 
for an investigation was published all of the 
fellows cheered until the sergeants made them 
stop. The non-coms all feel awful uneasy 
now and expect that some will get their heads 
chopped off. 


The Post Trader Needs Attention. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: _ 

Have just read the first of the artigles on the 
army, or the cause of desertion therein. I, of 
course, do not know what is to follow, but I 
hope, though Ifear your correspondent has 
not the experience necessary, that you will 


show up the post traders. As that institution 
now exists itisaprolific sourceof evil. The 
soldier who serves atafrontier post is sys- 
tematically robbed by the trader, and though 
the army regulations provide that a Council 
of Administration shall supervise the class 
and prices of the goods sold, it is never done. 
The trader is the banker for three-fifths of the 
officers of the army serving on the frontier. He 
(the trader) cashes their pay vouchers months 
in advance, and though there isa general 
order forbidding it the order is systematically 
violated. Again officers are usually largely 
in arrears to the trader and hence under obli- 
gations to him, a fact which he is not slow to 
take advantage of. For this reason the cir- 
cular letter from army headquarters asking. 
the opinion of the officers as to the advisa- 
bility of establishing a canteen in lieu of trad- 
ing stores was, by a large majority of officers, 
indoreed in favor of continuing the traders at 
military posts, for, should the trader lose his 
place; officers in arrears would of necessity 
be i “er to discharge their obligations 
and the trader would not be _ lenient 
with those who reported in favor of the can- 
teen. Furtbermore, the canteen would re- 
quire the services of an officer to conduct it, 
and no officer cares to do any work when he 
can avoid it. The liquor, whisky and gin sold 
to soldiers (for it is sold openly at nine-tenths 
of the poste in Arizona and New Mexico, not- 
withstanding the executive order rohibiting 
it) is of the vilest kind; there is poison in 
every drop ot it. It is therefore, not surpris- 
ing then that soldiers, crazed with such stuff, 
sbould commit breaches of decipline and even 
murder, as was the case at Fort Grant 
few months ago when a colored 
soldier shot and killed another in the 
bar-room of the trader’s store, and 
a few days later another was wounded by a 
pistol shot in the hands of the bar-keeper at 
the same place. The stores at Fort Grant, 
Ariz., and Fort Wingate, N. M., are owned by 
one person, who is trader at Grant, and his 
book -keeper is—nominally—trader at Wingate. 
oste the vilest compound ever 
repared—it is openly charged that the liquor 
s manufactured on the premises—is sold at 
12%s§cents per glass, and by the bottle at 81. 
At Fort Bowie the same state of affairs exists. 
Matters at these 12 come under my own 
observation, andl am reliably informed that 
they are not isolated cases. should 
mention that it is openly charged that 
an officer ofthe army is interested, or has a 
financial interest in the store at Wingate. It 
is quite evident that a soldier who imbibes 
such liquor as I have mentioned could, while 
under its influence, be easily tempted to de- 


rt. , 
Ihe liquor influence is a daneful one and 
should be suppressed, or 80 regulated that 
the trader be compelled to furnish a decent 
article. For the officers a good brand of 
liquor is kept and they are satisfied, but the 
poor soldier, who pays the same price, has 
good grounds to complain of the discrimina- 
tion and he does complain, but no heed 
is taken of it * — aa On a

J. R. KEENE IN THE RING. 


The Famous Speculator Operating in Sugar 
Trust Certificates. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Tonk, September 4.—The Worzp this 
morning says: There was astory down in 
Wall street yesterday to the effect that J. R. 
Keene was operating very largely in the mar- 
ket and chiefly in the interest of the Have- 
meyers and the people identified with the 
sugar trust. The story was that Keene had 
met Donner, through their mutual interest in 
horse racing, and the result was that Keene 
had been engaged to engineer various deals 


on the street affecting sugar. trust certifi- 
cates. Donner holds some prominent po- 
sition in connection with the sugar 
trust people, but exactly what it is is 
about as much amystery as everything else 
concerning thatorganization, but is extreme- 
ly interesting from the fact that the salary 
attached to it is said to be $100,000 a year. Be- 
fore the trust was formed Donner was the 
head and front ofthe Donner & Decastro Re- 
— Co., whose factory was located in 
Brooklyn, just above the Havemeyer place. 
One of the results of the organization was the 
closing up of this immense fac- 
tory and of course Donner’s great 
Salary is probably received in vart 
as compensation for this proceeding. 
Nearly everybody down in Wall street is talk - 
ing very bullish about sugar trust certificates, 
and an extra dividend of 22 per cent is un- 
nounced for speedy payment, but people who 
declare their information to be good say that 
Keene is leading a movement in sugar trust 
certificates similar to the one engineered by 
him some time ago with respect to lead trust 
certificates, when he first boisted quotations 


and then lowered them and made 
money both ways. Keene operates 
through the office of 8. W. Bo- 
cock &4 Co., situated in the bullding 


at No. 3 Broad street, and oscillates between 
the brokers’ office and J. 8. Moore’s room on 
the third floor. Keene owes sOmething like 
$2,000,000 on the street and naturally, when 
rumors concerning his making money are 
circulated, creditors become immediately 
and very eagerly interested. Those who 
claim to knowof Mr. Keene’s connection 
withthe speculation in sugar trusts declare 
that allthe bull talk is nonsense and that it is 
the purpose of the insiders to drop quotations 
within two days and shake outa number of 
weak holders. 


A MEAN PIECE OF BUSINESS. 


Deacon Richardson’s Treatment of His Street 
Car Conducters. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New YorRE, Sept. 4.—It seems as though Dea- 
con Wm. Richardson, the famous railroad 
king of Brooklyn, would never exhaust his 
supply of expedients to prevent his being 
cheated by the men who are employed on the 
various railroads under his control. The 
latest product of his ingenuity is a paste- 
board placard, like a state, which is stuck up 


in the front end of the car and on which 
the conductor is obliged to record with a 
crayon eve passenger that steps on the 
car. In addition to this he has to record 
every basket broughton the car and every 
transfer ticket or free pass used. Policemen 
are no exception to the rule, and if one gets 
on the car he is immediately spotted by the 
Vigilant conductor, who must secure his num- 
ber and record it on the placard with the rest. 
In describing the extra work caused by this 
new rule a conductor said 2 

„The placards are blaced in the front of the 
car only and if an old lady gets on the car 
witha Basket I have to walk the length of the 
car and pull out acrayon with which to chalk 
down a mark for the basket and another for 
the old woman opposite the passenger list; 
then going back, I colject the fare and ring 
the alerm register for one fare, whereas by the 
old rule I had only to collect and register the 
one fare. 

Another conductor said that it was, in the 
opinion of many of the employes, a mean 
niece of business, and only a gentle way of 
mistrusting the men. Its object,“ he said, 
„ei to make the bell register, which we carry 
on our person and which we ring for every 
fare collected, exactly compare with it. This 
of course necessitates our marking down on 
the placard the number of persons who get on 
the car at each stop before collecting an 
money, making us more thantwice as muc 
work, and subjecting us to severe punish- 
ment if we make any mistakes. which we are 
very liable to do until we become accus- 
tomed to the new process.’’ 

Public opinion seems to sympathize with the 
men, and the deacon is being roundly de- 
nounced on every side.
